Claims 4-6 are currently pending, and are subject to examination on the merits.

Response to Arguments 
Claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 5103(a) 

The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132, filed 12/22/2008 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 4-6 based upon the side-by-side testing data of the fluorinated 
and unfluorinated analogs. The testing data clearly demonstrates the unexpected 
results of the fluorinated analog with significantly better activity in terms of kinesin 
spindle protein (KSP) IC 5 o and Pgp ratio as a KSP inhibitor over the unfluorinated 
analog. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
Obvious-type double patenting rejection 

The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132, filed 12/22/2008 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 4-6 for the same reason as being articulated in the rejection 
under 103(a). Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn.
